GERMANY’S FOOD SUPPLY 


_ “Two years of war should come 


near proving the impossibility of 


starving Germany and Austria 
into. submission. There is, of 
course, a food shortage, and it 


- has become necessary to bring 


practically all food products un- 
der close government control. But 
the searcity is only in comparison 


to the old days when Germans 


lived well, and ate rather too 
much meat, as Americans do. And 
the ‘government control is only 
another step in German efficiency, 
to gee that there shall be no real 
starvation. The° war will likely 
end before there is actual famine 
in the central empires, for an- 
other good harvest is being 
gathered which will relieve in a 
measure the shortage that has 
been, or at least prolong the food 
endurance of the nation. Probably 
even the shortage of milk is an 
exaggeration as a plea for sym- 
pathy from neutral nations. 

_ But the fact that Germany and 
her allies may continue to eat with 
some regularity, does not prove 
the inefficiency of the British 
blockade. Very little of Ger- 
many’s food supplies is coming 
from overseas, that little coming 
from the Scandinavian countries, 


via the Baltic, which is in a mea. 


sure dominated by Germany. And 
there are other things Germany 
raay need more than food. Letters 
from Germany report that copper 
is being ‘stripped from all build. 
ings, which indicates a scarcity of 
that metal, so necessary to. modern 
‘war. With Russia again smashing 
into Galicia, petroleum products 
. May soon become a problem, and 
this holds true of a number of

cannot produce at home. It is 
reasonable to believe that if the 
central empires are eventually 
beaten, and with the entente allies 
generally on the offensive that is 
in the range of possibility, much 
credit will be due the British 
fleet, but the end will not come 
through actual starvation, and all 
nations, even to Germany’s 
enemies will be glad of that.

The demand for Naiinoal forest . 
lands in California as sites for | 


summer homes, resorts, apiasics,| | Candidate for Regular Republican @ovald Avenue. 


corrals, irrigation works, stores, 
school houses, municipal camps, 
and other uses is increasing an- 
nually, according to a report 
given out today by District For- 
ester DuBois. As evidence it is 
stated that the receipts to the 
government from rentals of Na- 
tional forest lands and from the 
issue of permits increased from 
$13,620 in 1913 to $21,772 in 1915. 
The total number of sites now in 
use for summer homes is 943, for 
hotels and resorts, 80. 

The greatest number of lots 
rented in any one forest is in the 
Angeles in southern California, 
where. 305 summer home sites 
have been rented during the. past 
vear. This extensive use of the 
Angeles forest for recreation pur- 
poses is due, it is said, to the fact 
that the forest boundaries are 


close to the center of population 


in Southern California, and that 
the first tracts subdivided by the 
forest service for home building 
purposes were in the Angeles for- 
est. Upon the completion of sum- 
mer home surveys on Feather 
river in Plumas forest, around 
lake Tahoe, and Fallen Leaf 
Jake in the Tahoe and El Dorado} 
forests, and about the shores of 
Huntington.lake in the Sierra 
forest, it is anticipated that hun- 
dreds of recreation seekers in 
‘northern California will avail 
themselves of the opportunities 
to secure summer home sites.
